that Officer Gevrekis punched her on the face and then punched Officer 

Gevrekis on th e face. Sergeant McHugh interviewed several witnesses who corroborated 
account of the incident, and also related Officer Gev rekis brandis hed a gun 
during the incident.

Officer Gevrekis was uncertain if he displayed his badge to when he 

Officer Gevrekis related that he had his hands 
raised in a non-threatening manner when he approached and that he did not 

initiate any physical contact with^^^^H. Officer Gevrekis did not observe any injury 
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to Officer Gevrekis described ^^^^^^demeanor as rage 

anddemeanor as highly intoxicated. Officer Gevrekis had no recollection 
as to if he signed^^omplmnt to have^^^^^Barrested. Officer Gevrekis did not pursue 
charges against Officer Gevrekis stated that he was unsure if an IPRA 

investigation had to be completed beforecould be arrested. 

Officer Gevrekis stated that he was not armed at the time of incident. Officer 
Gevrekis stated that he usually is armed when he is off-duty, but he figured he was going 
to a neighborhood bar and he did not need to be armed. Officer Gevrekis identified the 
guns he has registered with the Department, one which was a stainless stee l.38 revolver. 
Officer Gevrekis viewed Evidence Technician Photographs of^^^^^^^^nd related he 
observed redness to her cheek, and a small drop of blood between her nose and cheek. 
Officer Gevrekis related did not have the injuries pr ior to flee ing the scene 

with^^^^^. Officer Gevrekis believed^^^^^^l along with self-inflicted 

the injury to ^^^^^^to place him at fault. Officer Gevrekis denied the allegations 
against him.

Under the automobile 
exception, an officer may conduct a warrantless search of a vehicle only where the officer 
has probable cause to believe that a vehicle contains contraband or evidence of a crime. 

It is important to 
note that an officer is not always on duty for Fourth Amendment purposes and instead a 
search conducted by an off-duty officer will be deemed a private search if (1) acting on 
his own initiative, and (2) his primary motivation for searching was uniquely personal. 
United States v. Ginglen, 467 F.3d 1071, 1074-1076 (7th Cir. 2006). An off-duty officer 
acts as a government agent for the purposes of implicating the Fourth Amendment when 
he or she engages in a search based on criminal activity in an attempt to gather evidence. 
Id. When an off-duty officer engages in activity consistent with his capacity as a police 
officer, the requirements of the Fourth Amendment are invoked. 

Officer Gevrekis engaged in activity that was consistent with his capacity as an 
officer by identifying himself as a police officer and by announcing he had probable 
cause to search ^^^^^Hvehicle. Specifically, Officer Gevrekis stated “this is a police 
investigation, I have probable cause” before searching the vehicle. Even though Officer 
Gevrekis was acting on his own initiative, Officer Gevrekis’s motivation for searching 
the vehicle was not uniquely personal evidence by his statements. As a result, legal 
justification was required to search ^^^^^^^vehicle. In this instance, none of the 
exceptions to the warrant requirement exist and Officer Gevrekis did not have legal 
justification to search the vehicle. Based on the totality of the circumstanceSjffiere is a 
preponderance of evidence to believe Officer Gevrekis searched vehicle 

without justification.
